There  is  no  cheque  awaiting  the  organizer  of  a 
successful  dance,  nor  is  there  the  headline  praise,  but  throughout  the  year  is  the 
experience  of  working  with  people;     for  people;     and  the  satisfying  feeling  that 
fellow  students  had  fun.

A  Chinese  Ballet  (Movie)

The  RED  DETACHMENT  OF  WOMEN  is  a  modern  ballet.     Filmed  in  technicolour  by 
the  Peking  Film  Studio,  it  has  been  widely  acclaimed  throughout  the  country  since 
its  release  last  January.     The  following  is  a  brief  synopsis  of  the  story. 

In  the  1930' s  a  Red  Army  Women's  Company,   led  by  the  Party  representative 
Hung,  established  a  base  on  Hainan  Island,  south  China. 

Wu,  a  poor  peasant's  daughter,  works  as  a  slave  in  the  house  of  a  despotic 
landlord  who  commands  the  ''civil  guards".     While  attempting  to  escape,  she  is 
recaptured  and  chained  to  a  post  in  the  landlord's  dungeon.     The  landlord  orders 
Lao,  his  henchman,  to  sell  her.     When  Lao  goes  to  the  dungeon  and  unchains  her, 
taking  the  scoundrel  unawares,  Wu  sends  him  flying  with  a  powerful  kick,  and 
escapes  into  a  nearby  cocoanut  grove. 

Wu  is  hotly  pursued.     She  fights  desperately  with  the  "civil  guards"  headed 
by  Lao,  but  is  so  badly  beaten  that  she  faints.     Believing  she  is  dead,  the  land- 
lord and  his  guards  leave.     It  happens  that  Hung  and  his  messenger  are  passing 
through  the  area  on  a  scouting  mission.     Finding  the  girl  returning  to  her  senses, 
they  help  her  to  her  feet  and,  having  heard  her  story,  advise  her  to  go  to  the 
Red  Army's  base. 

She  arrives  at  the  base  just  when  the  Red  Army  men  and  civilians  are 
celebrating  the  formation  of  the  Red  Women's  Company.     She  is  warmly  received. 
Her  description  of  the  landlord's  cruelties  arouses  great  indignation  among  her 
hosts.     The  company  leader  gives  her  a  rifle  and  she  becomes  a  Red  woman  soldier. 

The  landlord  holds  a  grand  party  on  his  birthday.     Hung,  disguised  as  a 
wealthy  overseas  Chinese  merchant,  comes  with  his  comrades  to  offer  his  congrat- 
ulations.    He  presents  some  fine  gifts  and  is  invited  to  stay  in  the  landlord's 
manor  as  a  guest.     He  has  planned  to  fire  a  shot  that  very  night  as  a  signal  for 
the  Red  Army  to  attack  from  outside  the  house  while  he  and  his  group  strike  from 
within.     But  before  this  takes  place,  Wu ,  disguised  as  a  bondmaid,  slips  into  the 
house.    When  she  sees  the  landlord  coming  out  into  the  courtyard,  she  is  so  angry 
that  on  the  impulse  of  the  moment  she  fires  at  him.     The  Red  Army  men  outside 
mistake  this  for  Hung's  signal  to  attack,  and  storm  the  house.     The  landlord  and 
his  henchman  Lao  escape  in  the  confusion*     Thei;civil  guards"  are  defeated  and  the 
landlord's  stronghold  is  taken.     Hung  and  the  Red  Army  men  open  the  granaries  and 
distribute  the  stored  grain  to  the  local  people,  who  greet  the  occasion  with  shouts 
of  joy. 

Wu's  reckless  action  which  is  a  breach  of  discipline  upsets  the  original 
plan.     Hung  points  out  to  her  that  she  acted  from  a  purely  personal  motive,  which 
was  to  avenge  herself  and  she  should  not  be  selfish.     He  makes  this  into  a  lesson 
for  the  whole  company. 

The  peasants  love  the  Red  Army  and  collect  lichee  fruits  and  weave  bamboo 
hats  for  them.     Suddenly  they  learn  that  the  Kuomintang  troops  are  attacking  the 
Red  base.     The  Red  Army  immediately  go  into  action.     They  intercept  the  enemy  in 
a  mountain  pass.     Hung  orders  Wu  to  lead  the  men  to  move  out,  while  he  remains 
behind  to  delay  the  enemy.     He  is  wounded  in  action  and  taken  prisoner  by  the 
landlord  and  his  men. 

Fresh  Red  Army  units  arrive  to  chase  the  enemy.     The  Landlord,   in  a  vain 
attempt  to  save  himself  from  total  defeat,  tries  to  force  a  confession  from  Hung. 
But  Hung  indignantly  refuses.    With  no  fear  of  death  calmly  he  mounts  the  flaming 
pyre  and  dies  heroically.     When  the  Red  Army  arrives  at  the  landlord's  manor  Wu 
shoots  at  the  despotic  landlnord  and  kills  him  on  the  spot.     She  succeeds  Hung  as 
the  Party  representative  in  the  Red  Army  Women's  Company.     Strengthened  by  more 
volunteers,  the  company  marches  forward. 
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
